Approximately 50 families on 
'ess than 25 miles of line were the 
first consumer-owners of Coast 
Electric Power Association.

They are called 
in the order of their dates of birth, 
oldest first.

Most available men are in this 
category and it is sufficiently large | 
to meet the needs of the Armed 
Services under present conditions.
